Further than this, I know nothing about its 
affairs; but I am informed by its manager that it was employed to 
make several sets of post-card plates. The plates were made with no 
effort whatever to make a secret of the business, it being conducted 
by the various employees in the ordinary line of work. / 
But the public cares little about these details. What interested 

the public was the fact that you begun a fake post-card vote with 
the ebvious design of showing that your candidate, Gates, led in the 
preferences of voters.

CHARTER AMENDMENTS. 
Amending our city charter is like 
unto repairing a patched coat. There 
have been so many tailors and s0 
many patches that it is now necessary 
to devote valuable time to repairing 
the repairs. 

Eight amendments are proposed for 
ratification by the people at Tuesday's 
election. Five of these seek to take 
out of the charter mischievous sections 
that have been added during the last 
four years. The most important seeks 
to repeal an amendment adopted two 
years ago limiting the life of all fran- 
chises to twenty-one years. Merchants 
and business men generally are inter- 
ested in the ratification of an amend- 
men’ conferring on the au- 
thority to grant franchises containing 
freight carrying privileges to street 
railway companies. 

Friends of good government are in- 
terested in the defeat of the amend- 
ment placing undue restrictions about 
the removal of appointive officers, and 
a second one permitting the Council 
to create new wards at will by ordi- 
nance. 

Amendment No. 1 proposes certain 
increases in salary for deputies and 
secretaries In the Department of Pub- 
lic Works. The most j{mportant af- 
fects the office of City Pngineer, whose 
salary §s. raised from $3000 to $5000 a 

ear. 
No. 2 confers on the 
Board of Public Works power to ac- 
quire property by condemnation pre- 
ceedings, creates the office of disburs- 
ing agent and establishes a pay 
car system for cashing demands on 
work outside the city. The adoption of, 
this amendment is necessary to sim- 
plify the employment of large numbers 
of workmen on great enterprises like 
the Owens River conduit. 

No. 3 removes the protecting cloak 
of civil service from several hundred 
city employés. This amendment is 
strongly indorsed by the Board & Pub- 
lic Works, and it affects chiefly the 
departments wonder that board. This 
amendment should be carried. 

Amendment No. 4 is a technical 
amendment of thge charter provision 
affecting demands! payable out of the 
echool fund. It is submitted at the 
request of the Board of Education. 

Amendment No. 6 contains a craftily

(tlon of the charter adopted two years 
| ago. This section has proved highly 
| detrimental to the growth and pros- 
‘perity of the city. It affects chiefly 
ithe suburban districts. Prior to 1905 
Los Angeles led all the cities of the 
West in street railway building. But 
this mischievous section cut short all 
street railway expansions here. Los 
Angeles dropped with a jolt from the 
top of the list to the bottom. The’ 
street railway companies decline to 
either build or operate lines under so 
restrictive a franchise provision. 

Two years ago The Times told its 
readers that street railway building 
would soon stop if this amendment was 
adopted. Apparently no new lines will 
be built while it remains in operation.

D&AD—‘bEODORE M. CARPENTER 


Theodore Monroe Carpenter, for 
twelve years an editorial writer on 
The Les Angeles Times, died from 
ptemaine poisoning at his heme, 1533 
Twenty-elghth street, this city, 
yesterday morning at 8 o'clock. He 
was in the fifty-seventh year of his 
age, having been born in the village 
of Pike, Wyoming county, New York. 
September 29, 1849. In his sixteenth 
year he was apprenticed to the print- 
ers trade, which he sefterwards aban- 
doned tq enter journalism. For the 
past thirty-two years’ hé has been a 
working \newspaperman. He leaves 
behind h in the household he loved 
a sorrowing and heartbroken wife 
who has been his constant companion 
and loving helpmate through a long 
and happy married life. 

Such is the brief biography of a 
man who lived his alloted span faith- 
fully, modestly, usefully and well. 
But, between the lines, there will be 
for those who ew him best tears and 
heart-ache and’a bitter sense of loss. 
For those who tolled by his side 
through days and nights of brave en- 
deavor, there is nothing now but 
memory and the solace that his Aight is 
won, 

As a journalist Mr. Carpenter was 
among the cbhlest men in the profes- 
sion. He had a clear and reasoning 
mind, a sure grasp on the questions of 
the day, and a facile and forceful pen 
in the expression of his convictions. On 
the staff of The Times, where he often 
bore the brunt of the hardest work. 
his writings were censored but in the 
most perfunctory manner, for the 
reason that he was wo absolutely de- 
pendable im everything that he under- 
took. He invariably brought to bear 
on his work his vastly acquired fund 
of knowledge, his trained logic and his 
clear-cut use of faultiess language. He 
spoke daily through these columns to 

upon thousands of eager 
and appreciative readers who, could

M. CARPENTER 


Theodore Monroe Carpenter, for 
twelve years an editorial writer on 
The Les Angeles Times, died from 
ptomaine poisoning at his heme, 1533 
West Twenty-eighth street, this city, 
yesterday morning at $ o'clock. He 
was in the fifty-seventh year of his 
age. having been born in the village 
of Pike, Wyoming county, New York. 
September 29, 1849. In his sixteenth 
year he was apprenticed to the print- 
ers trade, which he efterwards aban- 
doned ta enter journalism. For the 
past thirty-two years hé has been a 
working \newspaperman. He leaves 
behind h in the household he loved 
a sorrowing and heartbroken wife 
who has been his constant companion 
and loving helpmate through a long 
and happy married life. 

Such is the brief biography of a 
man who lived his alloted span faith- 
fully, modestly, usefully and well. 
But, between the lines, there will be 
for those who ew him best tears and 
heart-ache and’a bitter sense of loss. 
For those who ‘toiled by his side 
through days and nights of brave en- 
deavor, there is nothing now but 
memory and the solace that his fight is 
won, 

As a journalist Mr. Carpenter was 
among the cbhlest men in the profes- 
sion. He had a clear and reasoning 
mind, a sure grasp on the questions of 
the day, and a facile and forceful pen 
in the expression of his convictions. On 
the staff of The Times, where he often 
bore the brunt of the hardest work, 
his writings were censored but in the 
most perfunctory manner, for the 
reason that he was so absolutely de- 
pendable in everything that he under- 
took. He invariably brought to bear 
on his work his vastly acquired fund 
of knowledge, his trained logic and his 
clear-cut use of faultiess language. He 
spoke daily through these columns to 
tho upon thousands of eager 
and appreciative readers who, could 
they know, have never upon any oc- 
cazsion that can now be recalled, have 
had to charge one false premise 
against him. 

For many years throughout his jour- 
nalistic career, Mr. Carpenter gave 
much of his talents and laber to the 
department of dramatic criticism. He 
first gained an enviabie reputation as 
@ student of the drama on the Nagle 
and on the Times of Grand Rapids, 
Mich. He was also, until about two 
years ago, the dramatic critic of this 
journal. Among his devoted friends 
were numbered many of the famous 
actors of the country. And they never 
forgot him. None of them ever visited 
Los Angeles without calling upon him 
in person. 

In his persona] character, Mr. Car- 
penter was one of the gentlest and 
most lovable of men. He was a poet 
by nature and wrote some verses that 
are among the best. He was beloved 
by children who, in the neighborhood 
where he lived, were bis frequent and 
imsistent companions. His sympathies 
always went out to the downtrodden 
and the helpless. His home was em- 
bowered with the flowers he loved, and 
the wild birds of the air sought him 
out as a friend and protector. 

Death came to him suddenly and 


with but little warning, as he had al- | 


ways hoped it would. His religion was 
a quaint philosophy that was mostly 
his own. He contemplated the sunder- 


ing ef these earthly ties that bind us}. 


with calm fearlessness. He loved life 
as &@ man must who has formed such 
deep human attachments. But he was 
still ready and willing to go when the 
summons came. He looked upon death 
as a rest. He had his share of weari- 
ness. He was often tired, and he re- 
garded “the long sleep” as a boon that 
should be welcomed.

Cotton- 
wood Creek teems with golden trout, 
all hungry and eager to jump fyom 
the water Into the angler’s creel.

But he speaks with 
such startling frankness that the Sen- 
ute cocks its ear to listen. It never 
knows what is coming next. He seems 
always, when angry, to be on the verge 
of an outburst of violence and profan- 
ity. When not angry, but merely dis- 
gusted, his tongue drops distilled 
scorn. It is like the whip of scor- 
pions. It literally lashes the subject 
of his contempt. 

The Senate has seen Tillman in ac- 
tion so often that it is never satisfied 
with him unless he is on the rampage. 
Yet Tillman is a hard student, and 
has managed to dig up a lot of ras- 
eality, which he has mercilessly ex- 
posed. It is said he has discovered 
a lot during the past summer, especial- 
ly in relation to the coal-carrying rail- 
roads. He js sure to be one of the 
most prominent figures in the Senate

Senator Bailey is so constituted that 
he will always be prominent in the 
Senate, as long as he stays there—an 
if the people of Texas are wise, they 
will keep him there for the rest of his 
life. It is the universal belief in Wash- 
ington that “Joe” Bailey has in him 
the making of a statesman of the good 
old kind—a real statesman, not a tem- 
porary makeshift or counterfeit. His 
faults are those of youth, such as hasti- 
ness of temper, surplus egotism, too 
intense partisanship and sectionalism, 
and undue regard for shifty expedients 
in the excitement of debate. When 
Senator Bailey can look upon his foe 
with unruffled temper; when his ego- 
tism has settled down into a just esti- 
mate of his powers and limitations; 
when he has broadened out into an 
American instead of being merely a

The season’s novelties par excellence are based upon these new features intro- 
duced by the Empire. The two models pietured give an excellent idea of characteris- 
tic types in the new leather shades. 

That to the lefp shows a gown of liberty satin with a simulated jacket of panne | 
velvet edged with fur; a tine-inch band of the panne topped with fur borders a skirt 
cut in the narrow Empire-share. The jacket’s pale-colored lining, repeated in the 
petticoat, is one of the season's pretty touches. 

Princess, in its most distinguished phase, is pictured in the other gown.. Ladies’ 
eloth, with a touch of velvet to match, and the inevitable lace tucker make up the list 
of materials.

OUR IMMIGRANTS. 


ALL ABOUT THE PEOPLE UNCLE Sam Is 
ADOPTING INTO FAMILY. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


ASHINGTON, November, 1906.—The inv 

the Goths and Vandals destroyed the 

empire. Will the invasion of the 
norant Europeans destroy our republic? Th question 
is beginning to stir the minds of our sociologists. Our 
immigration is incteasing by gigantic leaps. / From the 
beginning of our government until now just about 23,- 
000,000 ¢oreigners have come into this country. The 
time coyered is about 130 years. During the past twelve 
months the immi numbered more than 1,000,000, 
which was 20 per cent. more than we have had in any 
year before, We have now in round numbers 80,000,000 
people, and last year we added one foreigner to our every 

eighty souls. 

It behooves us to know who these people are, where 
they come from and where they are settling. To find 
eut, I called on Mr. Prank P. Sargent, the Commissioner- 
General of Immigration, and asked many questions. In 
reply he brought out records and papers, and at the 
sanie time showed me photographs recently made .of 
some of our new immigrants. 

I asked Mr. Sargent: “Don’t you think Uncle Sam is 
biting off more than he can chew? A million in the raw 
is a big mouthful. Can the country masticate and_di- 
gest it?’ 

“Yes,” replied the Commissioner-General of Immigra- 

‘tion. “The teeth of our nation are,strong and its stom- 
ach capacious. If the immigrants are of the right char- 
acter and they can be carried to the right localities, we 
shall have no trouble whatever. The chief difficulty is 
that many of them are ignorant and that they show a 
tendency to congest our big cities. They are not like 
the immigrants of the first turee-quarters of our century, 
who came with the ambtion to be farm owners. They 
settled upon our homesteads and other cheap lands and 
scattered themselves out over the United States. Such 
foreigners changed and were transformed into Ameri- 
cans. Their children learned our language and all were 
quickly absorbed into the body politic. Those immi-

rest, represent in the north. In magnitude of achieve- 
ment and actual fortune accumulated the record of 
Cousifio will outshine that of any North American min- 
ing king with the sole exception of Senator Clark. This, 
viewed in a simple side-by-side comparison. Consider- 
ing the immeasurably better opportunities for money- 
making that exist in the States as compared to Chile, 
the financial success of the Cousifios must be rated as 
one of the most remarkable things of the kind-in his- 
tory. 

The foundation of this great gortune was laid by Ma- 
tias Cousifio in the early fifties, when he purchased the 
coal prospects at Lota that-have since developed into the 
heaviest producing mines on the continent. In the six- 


Cousifio succeeded to these properties, and was not 
long in combining them with other interests and form- 
ing the Compafiia Explotadora de Lota y Coronel, under 
which name most of the business of the family is car- 
_ried on at the present moment.| Don Luis had a con- 
trolling interest in this anvazinl successful concern, 
hut up to the time of his death was never able to come 
into possession of all the shares. This financial coup, 
however, was successfully acconpplished by his widow, 
the Sefiora Dofia Isadora Maria/ Evangelina Goyenecha 
de Cousifio who, blessed wi head as long as her name, 
and aspiring to a fortune commensurate with the rest of 
her endowment, entered upon a campaign of active busi- 
ness extension a!most immediatelpy after the period of 
mourning for her deceased husband was over. 
I have just said that Lota was a “one-man” town; 
“one-woman town’ would have been more nearly cor- 


and growth, and of that of the Cousifio fortune as well, 
was that of the time- when the talented widow of the 
late Don Luis was taking a han#in the business of the 
company. It was in this period that the smelter was 
built and the rich copper properties were secured in 
the north of Chile thgthave since steadily furnished 
that establishment with ore, whether the very consider- 
able custom trade, which ‘it also carries on, has been 
slack or otherwise. Then, also. was conceived and car- 
ried out the plan-of modernizing the comparatively an- 
tiquated coal mines. a work which involved the installa- 
tion of electric plants for furnishing light to the lower 
levels, and power to the lifts, trams, and other mechan- 
ical appliances, as well as the forestation of 8000 or 10,000 
acres of the company’s land with North American pine 
trees and eucalypti to make it independent in the future 
on the score of timber. The park and palace were also 
planned during the period of the Sefiora’s business activ- 
ity; the laying out and the beautifying of the former 
was‘ attended with every success, but the palace was, 
and may never be, entirely completed in conformity with 
the original designs. 

From the time of the death of her husband to her 
own death in 1898, the life of the remarkable Sefiora de 
Cousifiot%may be divided into three distinct periods; the 
first, that of her business activity; the second, that 
which she spent touring the world on her private yacht 
and seeing and enjoying things and people in general; 
and the third, a period of some years immediately pre- 
ceding her death of which not much is known outside 
of the damily. but during which she is said to have been 
: extremely depressed and melancholy, probably spent in 
musing on the vanity of human wishes, and kindred pas- 
times. She is said to have taken her failure to make 
satisfactory progress in her plans for the completion of 
' the Lota palace very much to heart. 
I have briefly sketched what the Sefiora de Cousifio

Even the French 
language was altered to make room for a new set of 
supériatives to replace those that had been in use from 
the time of the gay court of Louis XIV, but which, with 
the advent of the Chilean “Ambassadress, had become 
comparatively flat and meaningless. 
“During all of which time,” so reads the account writ- 
ten by the Chilean sched 1h these events, “not a 


breath of scandal touched thé name of the Sefiora Dofia 
Isadora Maria Evangelina enecha ,de Cousifio.” It 
must have taken both hands to have kept some of the 
frills on the lower hem of a long name like that from 
trailing in the mud. But, seriously, if what the chroni- 
cler says is true, it was a very remarkable achievement 
for a young woman with unlimited meney in a strange 
city. The breath of scandal, contrary to most other nox- 
jous vapors, rises naturally to high places and does most 
of its tarnishing on gilded walls.

Here 
she occupied herself long enough to be sure that none 
of the big props of her fortune had begun to sag in her 
absence, after which she fitted up one of her coastal 
steamers as a private yacht and set sail for the Orient. 
The yacht was christened Golondrina, which means 
Swallow. On the way to the east it ran in at Hawaii, 
and the mild-eyed, melancholy lotus eaters of Oahu still | 
tell, with bated breath, fragments of stories of the won- | 
drous doing of those firelit days: of how Mauna Loa and 

Kilauea erupted in unison in honor of the great event, 
an@ how the warm glow they threw on the southern sky | 
seemed dull and pale where it met the light-splashed | 
heavens that arched over Honolulu while the Golondrina 
lay at anchor jn the harbor.

EXTRAORDINARY CURES. 


BLOWS ON THE HEAD SOMETIMES MORE SUCCES~ 
FUL THAN DOCTORs. 


{[Tit-Bits:] The strange case of Mr. William Griggs, 
whose memory was recently restored after three years of 
complete oblivion, is the latest addition to the long 
string of cases in which accidents and blows have ac- 
complished cures which medical skill has been powerless 
to effect. 


It may be recalled that Griggs had lost all memory ot 
his doings since March, 1903, when he was second stew-- 
ard on the Clyde Shipping Company's steamer Portland, 
and that he only regained his identity and his recol- 
lection of the intervening period after he had been bru- 
tally attacked and kicked by four men in the neighbor- 
hood of the Elephant and Castle. 


A very curious story of a similar kind was told some 
time ago by Maj.-Gen. Maunderson of Tiverton, whose 
words we quote: “In India, during the cold season of 
1854-55, some eight or ten officers quartered near Lahore 
were out hawking ravine deer and obara, and during a 
run after one of the latter, Col. Sam Fisher's horse blun- 
dered over some rough ground, and fell with him. The 
only injury he received was ‘loss of memory.’ He had 
fallen on his head; but a good helmet had saved his 
scalp. It was about mid-day, and we got a native cot 
and he rested on it for some three hours, without getting 
better. We kept asking what he was doing to have 
Jallen, and so on, and, though in those days in India the 
Crimean War was in everybody's thoughts, he could re- 
member nothing about it. As the days are short at that 
season in that part of India, and we were some tweive 
miles from Lahore, and no vehicle nor road fit to drive 
on to be had. it was suggested that he should be car- 
ried home on the charpoy by coolies. This he objected 
to, and insisted on riding home. A brother sub., Worth- | 
ington, and I rode with him. By the time we got near 
Lahore it was dusk, and his pony fell with him over one 
of the heaps of kunkub, collected at the side of the road 
for metalling it. He again fell on his head, unhurt, but 
his memory was completely restored.” 


More remarkable still is the experience of William 
Allen, a soldier in the Union army, ‘who was severely 
wounded in the head at the Battle of Gettysburg on July 
2, 1868. Allen recovered from his wound, but the ‘ma- 
chinery of his brain appeared to have stopped. For 
forty years his mind was an absolute blank so far as 
current events were concerned; but he ‘retained a vivid 
memory of the incidents of his life up to the fatal day ~ 
in 1863, and could describe long-dead men and trivial in- 
cidents of his young days with marvelous fidelity. On 
July 22, 1903, he was thrown from a horse on his head, 
and, after recovering consciousness, found his memory 
completely restored and the long dark period of his life 
revealed to him in its smallest details. 


A few years ago a woman who had been for many 
years insane secured possession of a revolver and fired 
a couple of bullets into her head. She was taken to a 
London hospital, where the bullets, one of which had 
penetrated the brain, were removed, and after a few days 
she recovered consciovsness. To the amazement of her 
family and ériends, it was found that with consciousness 
she had regained, complete sanity, the injury to the 
brain having, in some mysterious way, restored her to 
soundness of mind. : 


More recently the fear of an accident was the means of 

restoring speech to a dumb man. Mr. J. Moore of Gos- 
port had been dumb for four years when, on returning 
home one evening, his bicycle skidded. In his alarm he 
shouted, and was so startled and surprised at hearing 
his voice that he called out again and again until he 
was convinced that his long-lost voice had come back to 
him. 
It is not many years since a remarkable case of dumb- 
ness excited great interest in medical circles in Ger- 
many. Twelve months earlier a Bavarian cattle dealer 
had been kicked by a horse, with the result that{ he com- 
pletely lost the use of his voice. A year later he was 
riding a doomed horse to the knacker’s yard when the 
animal—who clearly had plenty of life left in him—be- 
gan to kick and plunge in a dangerous manner. “ihe 
man,” we are told, “lost his head in wild excitement, and 
after a few minutes began to talk, and completely re- 
gained his speech, to the boundless astonishment of his 
friends.” 

More curious still was the case of*a German black- 
smith, Paul Stengel, who was severely kicked in the 
head by a horse while in the middle of a sentence ad- 
dressed to his assistant, and rendered unconscious for 
several] days. On recovering, his mind was for many 
months an absolute blank, until, as Fate would have it, 
he fell one day down a flight of steps, pitching on his 
head. He was picked up in a dazed condition, and on 
recovering his senses the first words he uttered were 
the completion of the sentence that had been so rudely 
interrupted by the horse’s kick some months earlier. It 
is gratifying to record also that Herr Stengel’s memory 
was quite restored by his second accident. 

To give but one more example. Some time ago a Dev- 
onshire gentleman, who had been totally blind for 
nearly twenty years, sustained a fracture of the skull in 
a carriage accident. In the necessary operation part 
of the skill which had been driven into the brain was 
removed, with the astonishing result that when the pa- 
tient gained consciousness he found to his delight that 
his sight was restored to him.

PERSONAL SIDE OF EMPEROR FRANZ 
JOSEF OF AUSTRIA HUNGARY.

IFTY-EIGHT years ago today, with bloody civil | 
F strife a memory not yet many hours old, Franz | 
Josef, son of an archduke, ascended the Hapsburg 
throne of Austria. | 
Today, with the seventy-sixth milestone of his career 
nearly four months behind him—a life during which 
“the slings and arrows of outrageous fortune” have 
often fallen upon him and his—he stands in the eye of 
the world known not only as the grand old man of 
European royalty, nor only as the direct and “most apos- 
tolic” representative of the glories of the holy Roman 
empire, wearing the identical tiara of the great Charle- 
magne, but by that yet higher title of the Little Father 
of his dual kingdom.

Standing alone, by a table where lies a list of those 
who have petitioned to see him, with thelr errands 
briefly indicated, the Emperor talks with his “children” 
dace to face. Frequent slips, such as “Your Excellency” 
or even “Mr. Emperor,” are unheeded, and to hear the 
Kaiser easily conversing in the dialects of his many- 
tongued land is an experience unique in regal receptions. 
He drops into Hungarian for one set of subjects; into 
Polish for the Galatians; Czeck for the Bohemians; Ital- 
ian for the people of Trieste and the Adriatic seaboard.

Six years ago Father Gangioti performed a still more 
notable feat of weather forecasting, when he foretold 
the storm that devastated Galveston. This was really 
a marvelous exploit. 

I' was on September 1, 1900, that a cyclone of little 
force appeared in the eastern part of the Carribean Sea, 
crossed the Island of Cuba, passed south of Florida, and 
on September 8 <wepiggown on the helpless city of Gal- 
vesfon 

The United States Weather Bureau observer at Havana 
noted the disturbance, but predicted that it was harm- 
less. and would spend its force in the Atlantic without | 
doing any damage. 

But Father Gangioti knew better. His own experi- | 
ence and the advantage of the researches by his emi- | 
nent predecessor, Father Vines, founder of the Belen Ob- . 
servatory. gave him far better sources of information | 
than the newly-instalied United States official had. 

He traced in advance the very hours at which the 
cyclone would reach various points, such as Tampa, 
Georgia, Louisiana and Texas. He was right almost to 
the letter, but at the very hour that he was publishing 
his grave fears as to the terrible results to Galveston, 
the self-sufficient United States forecaster was announc- 
ing that the disturbance was “scarcely worth mention- 
ing.” 

When the United States weather maps traced the 
course of the storm, it was found that it had been fore- 
cast in every, particular by the Belen Observatory. From 
that time on, Uncle Sam has been glad to work in co- 
operation with the wonderful experts who really may be 

said to be the pioneer forecasters of hurricanes in the 
world.

LAND ANIMALS INHABITING THE 
CHANNEL ISLANDS.

V. GOATS. 


HE goats upon Catalina, as is well known, were 
Ton here by the old fathers that they might be 

of use to shipwrecked sailors when the Indians wer: 
| gone. How many thousands now are upon these height: 
' no man ean tell; but they seem to be “like the sands oi 

the sea in number.” 

| Long years ago Tom Gallagher took a pair to San 
| Clemente Island, and today goats are common there at 
| the East End; and in all the caves of the Grand Cafion 
which stand in tiers for a thousand feet up its walls, 
their little heads are to be seen as though looking down 
at you from the windows of their homes. 


Johnny Robearts had also brought a few to the West 
End of the island near the rancho, where they wan- 
dered in the caves, between Gallagher's and the isthmus 
at the Nor’west Anchorage; and the merry tinkle of the 
leader’s bell betrayed their walks. 

Near Descanso, the summer home of Hancock Ban- 
ning, a band ef goats wanders to and fro on the heights, 
never going far from that region, as told by their bell. 
These goats were “brought up” from kids at Descaneo, 
when Judge Banning lived there. Thijs illustrates the 
fact.that goats bred in certain regions never wander to 
others. <_ 

The “silver-gray” goats at the west end of Catalina 


never are known to cross the isthmus. these goats were — 


brought to the island from one of the islands off the 
coast of Lower California comparatively a few years 
ago. They are larger than the ordinary goats of Cata- 
lina, and are of a color indicated by their cognomen. 
“Their number increases toward Silver Peak, and the ex- 


treme west point of the island, where the other goats 
are fewer. They seem to prefer the arid heights, and 
in the heavy mists you will come upon them nibbling 
cacti with apparent gusto, pausing with distended jaw 
“to gaze upon the wonder” your appearance presepts!

CORONERS AND IN COURTS. 
[Tit-Bits:} A Coroner’s jury in Somersetshire recently 


distinguished themselves by rendering a verdict that 
“the deceased died from natural causes arising from 
an accident,” and it was only after a lot of arguing that 
the Coroner was able to persuade the “intelligent gen- 
tlemen” that, as the subject of the inquest had suc- 
cumbed to injuries received in falling out of a cart, the 
correct verdict’ would be “Death by .misadventure” or 
“Accidental death.” 


“From natural causes arising from an accident” is 


almost as good as the verdict of a jury which once dound 
that a prisoner was “guilty,” but “that there was not 
sufficient evidence to prove it,” in a criminal tria!) in 
which the evidence for the Crown was of a very circum- 
#antial character, but had been handled with much 
cleverness by the prosecuting counsel. 


But; as a rule, very few stupid mistakes are commit- 


ted by juries in criminal cases, and the few are gener- 
ally. rejected by the learned judges. The worst of them 
all was the verdict passed in a perfectly obvious case 
of manslaughter; indeed, the quality of manslaughter 
was so apparent that it might easily have been deemed 
murder by a less intelligent jury, and the learned judge 
was very particular in his summing-up to preclude the 
possibility of such a mistake by carefully defining the 
two crimes. For two long hours the jury considered 
their verdict in retirement. On returning to the court 
they found the prisoner guilty of having murdered the 
deceased “without malicious intent to do him any bod- 
ily harm.” 


The court gasped, and suggested that the verdict was 


equivalent to one of manslaughter. But the jury de- 
clined this suggestion,, declaring their belief that, 
whereas the prisoner was actually responsible for the 
death of the deceased, the affair was an accident.

Old Orange Groves.

' Offset by the denuding of old groves. Every day orange 
_ trees are being cut out to make way for other crops. 
No doubt in ten years the new acreage will outstrip the 

~ denuding of groves. Many familiar rows of old fir trees 
are beinz cut down in the Riyerside country, which 
somewhat alters the picturesqueness of the sky line, but 
tt is supposed to be done as a benefit to the orange trees 
sround which these windbreaks were set out. While 
opinion ts divided in the matter, many assert the wind- 
breaks hold frost, and for this reason the fine old trees 
are »e!ng sacrificed.—[{California Fruit Grower.

Treatment of Cereal Seed. 


OME time ago I noticed the use of a new fungicide in 

the tréatment of crain smut. It is now even more ev- 
ident that formaldehyde, the new remedy is the coming 
mediuni through which this great enemy of grains is to 
be combatted. For three or four years the experiment 
stations of many of the grain States have been using for- 
maldehyde as their chief smut exterminator, and this 
idea has taken a hold in California. Formaldehyde is 
a liquid, which, if of full strength, should contain 38 
to # per cent. of formaldehyde gas. It is easily dis- 
solved in water. The seed to be used should be treated 
as follows: One pint of 40 per cent: material is thor- 
oughly mixed in a tank or barrel containing 36 gallons 
of water. Into this solution a gunny sack filled with 
seed ts submerved for ten minutes. It is important that

be turned over at intervals to hasten drying. 


Another method of using formaldehyde consists in 
spreading the grain on tlie floor and spraying with the 
above proportions of the material. A North Dakota spe- 
cialist has this to say about smut: “In the past ten 
years, we have learned much about smut. The follow- 
ing points are plain: (1) The small particles of dark 
dust or powder which come from the smut balls, when 
dusted upon the grains, pruduce the fjsease in the crop, 
the following season. (2) The young plants are attacked 
just as they are coming through the soll. (3) Smut does 
not remain in the soll in form to do any damage to fol- 
lowing crops. (4) It has been said by some that seed 
wheat that is two or more years old will not produce 
smut, even though smutty. This, by experiment, I have 
proved to be erroneous. Smutty wheat kept two and 
three years, produced as much smut as year-old wheat 
of the same strain. The formaldehyde treatment by 
sprinkling or by spraying has proved a perfect success. 
There are also a number of smut treating machines on 
the market which do very satisfactory work.” 


The dealers in chemicals in Los Angeles have antici- | 


pated the new smut treatment by providing the materials 
for its use. I may have something from our own potato 


growers as to the efficacy of fermaldehyde for leaf blight | 


and rot, taken from practical experiments. 
Experting Cyanide. 

HE Corona Farmers Club recently passed the follow- 

ing resolution: 

“Whereas, the scale pest is a constant menace to the 
fruit industry of California, and whereas the orchard- 
ists are spending large sums of money on fumigation 
with cyanide without as yet having arrived at any defi- 
nite and uniform method of applying the same. There- 
fore, be it resolved, that it is the sense of this meeting 
that the State Agricultural Department take up the work 
and put some competent person in the field to study 
methods and make experiments necessary to determine 
the best and most effective way to do the work.” 

Last May the Horticultural Commission of Los An- 
geles county took this matter to the Bureau of Entomol- 
ogy at Washington, and at once secured a promise from 
the chief of the bureau to make the investigation as soon 
as arrangements could be made to that effect. Dr. How- 
ard, the head of the bureau, was in Southern California 
in October to conéer upon the proposed investigation, and 
the proposition seems to be moving along as fast as pos- 
sible. The “State Agricultural Department,” or the 
State Horticultural Commission, has not the money nor 
the men to carry forward this examination properly. 
The State office is using all its energies in other lines 
and could not spare a man for this or any other purpose 
outside the work outlined for its able and active agents. 
Dr. Howard has promised the most exhaustive examina- 
tion of the use of cyanide if means can be provided by 
Congress. It will require the application of an expert 
chemist, entomologist and plant physiologist for a year, 
at least, and thousands of dollars to print the volume 
which will come from the investigation., If every one 
join in this enterprise, a great gain will result to the 
fruit interests of California.

Keeping Fresh Grapes. ; 
ALIFORNIA, one of the greatest and best grape- 
growing countries, is devoid of this fruit two-thirds 

of the year as far as the general markets are concerned. 

Yet there aré practical and inexpensive methods of pre- 

serving fresh grapes in the same condition °% when ta- 

ken from the vines. Two dangers must be avoided, 
namely, drying up and mold. I have as many inquiries 
now about table grapes as upon any other horticultural 
topic. But few of these new growers have considered 
that they may keep certain varieties till January or later 
as palatable as when gathered. The greatest care is nec- 
essary in picking and handling fruit for keeping. It 
should not be touched by the hands at all, as the berry 
cracks very easily at the junction of the stem. In gath- 
ering, take hold of the main stem, placing the bunches 
upon straw. The Almaria and Tokay shrivel less than 

‘most others. 

"The old method of packing grapes in cork dust is the 

‘best of all gor the tough-skinned varieties, but it is not 

 guecessful’ with delicate kinds: Sawdust is objectionable 

on account of the taste it leaves in the fruit. Spruce 
sawdust does not carry this objection, but it is not eas- 
fly obtained, All these methods aim to protect the fruit 
| from molding by surroundings it with a dry atmosphere.. 
_and any device to that end may enable. the grower to

bold his fruit a few weeks beyond the season at least. 


_ Another method is just the reverse of the dry-packing 
| process, the leading principle of which is to keep the 
grapes in a moist atmosphere to prevent shrinkage, and 
avoid mold by maintaining a very low temperature and 
by the use of antiseptics. Whatever the means used, the 
life of this fruit may be prolonged by careful handling 
and keeping the temperature low. Judging from the 
number of table-grape vineyards being planned and al- 
ready in bearing, the markets of Southern California 
should not be devoid of fresh grapes in the future for 
nine months of the year. :

‘Eating Too Much, 
QO VER and over again, the editor has urged that one 


of the leading causes of disease is that people eat 

far too much. This is even more true of vege- 
tarians than of flesh eaters. It is safe to say that 99 
per cent. of those who lead sedentary lifes eat from two 
to three times as much as is necessary, thus involving 
a great and unnecessary strain on the system, and caus- 
ing fermentation and other troubles that may develop 
‘into a more serious disease. This overeating is mainly 
due to the fact that people wash down Aheir food with 
liquids and fail to chew it properly. | 

Dr. Osler, who is re ed as one of the leading 
physicians of the countrf, and who, by the way, denies 
having made that fool statement about chloroforming 
people at sixty—perhaps he did say it, but became 
ashamed of it—is credited with the following truthful 
remarks: 

“While temperance in the matter of alcoholic drinks 
is becoming characteristic of Americans, intemperance 
in the amount of food taken is almost the rule. Adults 
eat far too much. Physicians are beginning to recog- 
nize that early degenerations, particularly of the ar- 
teries and of the kidneys, ‘leading to Bright's disease, 
which were formerly attributéd to alcohol, are due, in 
large part, to too much food.” 

For every man who dies from the effects of over- 
indulgence in alcohol, a hundred die ¢rom overeating. 

Here is an article from an exchange: 

“It is said by certain physicians that a good deal of 
the insomnia, extreme thinness and - general . debility 
from which Americans suffer is due to the various fast- 
ings fads, Here a man goes without breakfast, there 
a woman makes a point of going hungry to bed, An- 
other systematically omits a meal at noonday, and so 
it goes. Where persons are constitutionally below par 
and in a position where they can only hope to maintain 
a fair degree of efficiency by keeping up their vitality 
such ‘stunts’ are of questionable ‘virtue. 

“Sturdy, full-blooded persons with trom nerves and 
digestions that can negotiate nails, may try starving 
themselves with impunity, perhaps. Thin, anaemic, 
nervous persons, on the other hand, generally need ‘all 
the food they can eat and all the blood they can make. 
If such people would eat before going to bed they would 
generally see an increase in vigor, dor the reason that 
while the wear and tear of the body were suspended 
digestion and assimilation would still be going on. In 
other words, the body would be making more tissue than 
it- destroyed, hence an increase in blood, in weight and 
in health 

“At least, that’s the way one physician explained 
things to a woman of the pale, thin type who applied 

* to him ‘all run down.’” 

There is truth in this, but remember, it is not what 
you shove into the hole in your mouth that nourishes 
you, but what you digest. If not digested; the food rots, 
and forms gas, making you miserable. In such case 
a fast—or a “fruit fast”—is the thing, until your di- 
gestive organs recuperate an dare ready for business 
again. 

The following communication has been received from 
Channing Severance: 

“I have heard more or les* about the Sunday meet- 
ings of the vegetaric-ns, so took them in today. The 
idea around: snich they revolve seems to be that if 
everyboe, ate nothing but vegetables, ¢druits and nuts, 
ver going to the ‘fleshpots of Egypt’—or Los Angeles 
~for food, everybody would be healthy and have an 
Al stomach, never out of order. IL cannot bring myself 
to believe that food is a greater factor in the insurance 
and preservation of health than mental conditions, for 
i care not what a person eats, if the mind is perturbed, 

- it will not permit perfect digestion, be your food vege- 
tables or meat. Up to the age of 20 or 25 healthy chil- 
dren, because they came into this world under favorable 
conditions, do not know they have a stomach, as a rule. 
They way they find it out is by abusing the stomach 
with overea@g. It is not the kind or quality of food 
that puts the stomach of a healthy person out of order, 
but too much of it, and the improper way it is taken 
into the stomach, Le., insufficient mastication. Our 
family was brought up on salt pork and potatoes, that 
standard diet in New Eneland towns to this day, and 
never did three healthier children pump wind to sustain 
life. Doctors would have starved to death had their 
income depended on families like ours. I recall those 
days with pleasure and remember the energy that 
sought Outlet in work and play. Perfect health; and 
yet we ate the anima! with cloven foot and lots of it. | 
But the time came when the stomach rebelled and re+ | 
fused to work properly. There was a reason in my case, | 
for overeating with an appetite stimulated by alcoholic 
drinks did the business. I knew no better, so paid the 
penalty of ignorance. Hence and therefore, I believe 

- if injurious drinks are kept out of the stomach and 
overeating is avoided, you can eat anything used for | 
food and be healthy, barring, of course, mental worri- 
ment.

That person does not live until he 
has had disagreeable expériences with his stomach who 
does not overeat, and most people do afterward, Cut 
down the quantity and never force an appetite by 
whisky and condiments, and you can have a good stom- 
ach as long as you like; but who can or will do so as a 
rule? Don’t all speak at once.” 


This is a sensible article, and entirely in line with 
statements that have appeared in this department. The 
editor takes’ only one exception to the article. If Mr. 
Severance meahs to intimate that a person may, with 
impunity, adopt, to a great extent, such an entirely un- 
wholesome dietary as salt pork—an unwholesome food 
preserved with a mineral poison—he is altogether wrong. 
It is ttue that the vigorous health of youth, living a 
natural life in the open air, and eating only enough to 
satisfy hunger, may withstand a most unwholesome 
dietary, and do this for many years. In time, however, 
it is bound to tell. A person who practices such a 
dietary will inevitably be afflicted with rheumatism, 
catarrh of the stomach, or some other kind of ailment, , 
in his old age, and while he lives he will not live to 
the limit of his capacity. His power, mental and phy- 
sieal, will be to a certain extent diminished. Also, the 
results of such an exceedingly unwholesome dietary will 
inevitably make themselves felt in his children, if he 
has any. Many of the New England invalids who come 
to Southern California are driven here by salt pork and 
hot biscuits eaten for several] generations. They at- 
tribute their ailments to climate or Providence. 

Apart from this, however, the editor is entirely in 


accord with Mr. Severance. It is of vastly more im- 
portance how much you eat, and how you chew it, than 


better to eat a little steak or chicken or fish, with po- 
tatoes and vegetables, chewing it well, and forgetting it, 
than to live on grains, and nuts, and fruits, and to be 
always ruminating about how they will work in your 
“innards.” People who do this’ are bound to become 
dysreptics, beside, as a rule, being tiresome _ cranks. 
The best food eaten under such conditions is worse than 
the worst food eaten under proper condition. Choose

Nor should chil- 
dren who have reached the age of 14 or thereabouts be 
forbidden to work at any wholesome occupation, to as- 
sist a widowed mother, or in other cases of urgent 
necessity. That, however, is quite a different thing from 
the working for long hours children of tender age—some- 
times as young as 8 years old—in ill-ventilated factories, 
or grimy mines. 


Attention in the’ United States is at last become 
directed to the subject of child Jabor. It ts time. The 
census of 1900 showed that there were 1,752,000 children, 
under the age of 16, working in the United States. In 
the glass factories of Pennsylvania, children of tender 
age work in rooms where the temperature is genurcally 
kept between. 80 and 100, working hours that would be 
unreasonable for strong men, under normal conditions, 
and often receiving brutal treatment from the artisans 
whom they assist. In Pittsburgh, children are allowed 
to work in cigar factories, as ‘long as they can stand it, 
and paid 3 cents for every hundred cigars they turn out,

Here are sensible capitalists. Sage had the reputa- 
tion of being the “meanest man,” while he lived.

The indiscriminate giving of charity is demoralizing, 
not only to the recipients but to the donor. It is a lazy 
man’s way of doing good, and is equivalent to the throw- 
ing around of gold, in big tips, by American plutocrats | 
in Europe. It is not the very poor, who have always 
been poor, and are more or less accustomed to it, that | 
deserve the greatest sympathy and assistance, but those © 
wh» have been comparatively well-to-do, and through no 
fault of their own aps through aiding an unworthy 
friend—-have been uced to penury, but are too proud | 
to inake their troubles known. There are two main 
channels. through which the millions, now to a great | 
extent wasted in the founding of superfluous universities 
and public libraries, might be made to accomplish much 
good. The first of these is the founding of cleanly, com- 
fortable dwellings for poor people in large cities, such 
as those of Peabody in London and D. O. Mills in New 
York. Secondly, and more important, the establish- 
ment of colonies in the country, where inhabitants of 


the overcrowded slums of large cities may make for b 


themselves independent self-supporting homes, where | 
they con raise their children to become good and healthy | 
men and women. In this way a double good is effected. | 
The men and women are aided—perhaps saved physi- 
cally, mentally and morally—while the danger that men- | 
aces our large cities, in the shape of an overcongested | 
popriation of struggling and desperate humanity. is | 
lessoned. An interesting and praiseworthy effort in this | 
direction is now being made by an association known as 
the “Homecrofters.” It was founded and is presided 
over by George H. Maxwell, the indefatigable worker in | 
the cause of national irrigation. Now that the national 
irrication law is an accomplished fact, and lands are be- 
ing prepared for the landless, Mr. Maxwell has turned his 
attention to the subject of enabling poor people to make 
homes on these lands, and become self-respecting citi- | 
zens. 
lso, to the no less important question of keeping 
greedy land grabbers from obtaining possession of these 
irrigated lands.

“(1) I am substituting ripe olives and grain for nuts. 
Would you please tell me how much of each you should 

use to equal about 1% ounces of nuts? 
“¢2) In soaking dried fruit overnight before eating is 
there any nourishment thrown away in the water they | 


have been soaked in? 


“(3) Is it wrong to use milk with vegetables or. 
cereals?” 

Replies: (1) Ripe olives average 52 per cent. water: 
wheat 11 per cent.: walnuts (shelled) 2% per cent. 
From this you may easily reckon the relative food con- 
tents. 

(2) Only to a slight degree. 

(3) As-the editor has frequently said, cow's milk is a | 
natural food for the young of the cow, not for the young 
of a human being, much less for an adult. When taken 
temporarily, as a cure, it is best taken alone, after thor- 
ouchly cledhsing the stomach by a fast of several days, 
and the drinking of plenty of hot water, with lemon 
juice, followed by a “fruit fast” of a week. When eaten 
with other foods, it readily causes fermentation and cas- 
tric disturbances. When other foods are eaten with | 
milk, the least objectionable are unfermented grain, | 
cakes, gems, or gwieback, fresh fruit or dried fruit, or | 
both.

Southern California is usually regarded as a good eli- 

mate for people afflicted with catarrh, asthma and other 
bronchial troubles. This depends. however. If a per- 
son stays in town. and breathes the atmosphere that we 
have been “enjoying” of late, impregnated with an im- 
mense amount of fine dust, that includes desiccated 
horse droppings, consumptive sputum, and ather objec- 
tionable matter, making the nostrils itch and burn, then 
it ig certainly about as bad a climate for catarrh as 
could be chogen. 
The treatment. of catarrh—as of any other disease— 
means finding out what wrong habits of life have pro- 
duced the disease, and then correcting them. Local, 
treatment is of little or no use. It only temporarily alle- 
viates the unpleasant symptoms. 

If people would only grasp this plaih, simple ander- 
lying fact in regard to health ‘and disedse, there would 
not be received so many inquiries in regard to the treat- 
ment of this, or that. or the other ailment, all of which 
are merely manMestations of one “disease”—lack of 
ease.
